Mn. McGey's Invasion Lerren.—It 
will be remembered that Mr. McGee recont- 
ly wrote to the Gusette, intimating that he 
know that it was the purpose of the Ameri- 
caw Government to invade Canada, by send- 
ing 100,000 nen to Montreal to cut the 
country in. two. ‘This coming from an ex- 
Cubivet Minister, had weight with some 
who are not in the habit of weighing evi- 
Wence—but none whatever with thinking 
men—for if such a purpose did exist and 
was knowo to Mr, MoGee, the first intima- 
tion of it could not with any propriety, haye 
been a letter in a newspaper. 1t turned 
out, by Mr. MeGce's own showing, that the 
foundation for his alurming statement was 
an alleyed conyersation of Mr, Seward, 
American Seeretary of State for foreign uf- 
fairs, This certainly looked a little formid.
